RISE IN COMMODITY VALUES. 

The recent rise in commodity values and 
the effect on world trade are discussed in the 
current issue of the Westminster Bank Re- 
view in an article on “ Prices and Pros- 
pi. After commenting on the accumu- 
ation of stocks of various commodities and 
the continued depression of prices, the Re- 
view points out that before the middle of 
1929 production was running ‘ahead of con 
sumption. For some little time. it is added, 
world production and consumption of many 
important Fag commodities have been 
largely in balance. The importance of this 
condition is fundamental, for such a re- 
adjustment must precede any healthy revival 
in world trade. ‘‘The mere fact,” it is 
stated, “ that prices are rising may induce 
consumers to replenish their supplies, which, 
under conditions of hand-to-mouth buying, 
have become distinctly attenuated. If upon 
this tendency were superimposed. even a 
modest, revival in real world consumption, 
the enhancement of prices might be greatly 
accentuated, In such an event it might be 
unsound to argue against the maintenance of 
the improved level of values, merely because 
the rise appeared disproportionate to the ac- 
tual recovery in demand. It would, in fact, 
represent a ' taking-up of slack’ in the mar- 
ket, and would be more correctly related to 
the gradient of the preceding decline in mar- 
ket quotations, which, by general agree- 
ment, was out of proportion to the physical 
falling-off in demand. In short, a peri may 
now have begun during which the balance 
of tactical advantage will be demonstrably 
on the side of the producers. The evidence 
suggests that while an extensive and pro- 
longed rise in values would be cohinlahed .

Quite a little blizzard of depreciation 
raged in the later months of 1932, and 
occasioned a good deal of inconvenience to 
those offices whose valuations fell to be made 
at that time. Shortly put, it may be said 
that most of the offices valuing as at dist 
December last would have had, because of 
excessive and abnormal depreciation, to re- 
duce their bonus rates if they declared a 
bonus as at that date. 


BONUS DECLARATIONS. 

Various expedients-were resorted to for the 
purpose of postponing the bonus declarations 
to more convenient séasons, One office post- 
poned its bonus declaration to a later date (un- 
specified), allotting in the meantime to such of 
its policies as emerged as claims by death or 
maturity since 1 the same high rate of 
bonus as was declared in 1929, . i 

Another office adopted the quite simple 
erpedients of switching off from an aunual 
bonus system to one declared quinquennially. 

A very large office faced the music, and 
declared a bonus in 1932. The then declared 
rate was sensibly less than the rates declared 
in preceding years. The office, however, con- 
stituted a fund which, no doubt, with capital 
appreciation, will prove a valuable subven- 
tion to the 1932 deciared rate of bonus. A 
large Canadian office, with the assent of the 
Insurance Commissioner,  sub- 
stituted as at 3lst December last, in place of 
the low security values then ruling, the

The housing schemes, both big and small, 
that have been undertaken throughout the 
Irish Free State during recent years have 
augmented the already steady flow of pre- 
miums for the insurance of dwellings. 
Whether houses are built under extensive 
contracts as the result of Government grants 
or Corporation loans, or in small areas by 
private enterprise, the question of insurance 
must be considered, and in the case of an 
ordinary dwellinghouse premiums are small, 
and few owners would care to refuse to avail 
of the advantages of protection offered by 
insurance policies. as hee 

It ig a noteworthy fact that it is virtually 
impossible in the Cily of Dublin to rept. a 
house at a modest figure. For this reason 
house-hunters, fatigued and disheartened in 
their search, turn: their theughts to house 
purchase. Those who are not sufficiently 
affluent to be able to buy outright, but are for- 
tunate enough to negotiate a loan with a bank, 
nave, as a rule, their insurance attended to 
for them by the bank, a service which is in 
the bank’s interest as well as in the interest 
of the house parchaser. 

Insurance companies themselves have done 
much to encourage the building and purchase 
of houses by advancing a large precentage of 
the valuation of the house to be purchased. 
One company, to give an example, advances 
in certain circumstances, eighty per cent. of 
the valuation of an approved house which 
has actually been built and completed. The

FIRE INSURANCE. 


THREE: CATEGORIES OF 
RISKS.

No class of ‘nsurance risk presents more 
vomplications for the insuring companies in 


awards than does that of fire. Life insurance 
is, by compaiison, a — affair, having no 
considerat.ons of partial loss or averages, 
although there are, of course, different 
classes of “ lives,’’ 


Fire insurance risks are commonly divided | 


into three categories—common, hazardous 
and doubly hazardous—the distinctions being 
based upon a variety of cons derations, and 
the premiums increasing in accordance with 
the extent of the risk. The most important 
of these considerations are the purposes 
for which, in the case of buildings, 
those buildings are being used, and, 
in the case of goods or stock, the 
nature of such articles; any peculiar crr- 
cumstances which might influence the 
dangers of fire, and the equipment, or lack 
of equipment, which is pessessed for fight- 
ing tea. An even less tangible factor which 
has to be taken into consideration is what 


is known as the “moral hazard ’’—and that | 


is a very delicate consideration indeed. As 
everyone knows, there is no class of 
insurance in regard to which. the insurers 
have to be more vigilant against fraud than 
in that of fire. That it does occur much too 
frequently there can be no doubt, and 
insurance compan.es may often have their 
suspicions as to the bona-fides of a claim, and 
yet be unable to discover proof. 

The principle upon which fire insurance is 
based is the best check upon the practice of 
incendiarism as a means of collecting 
money from _ insurance. The fire in- 
surance contract is, in the _ strictest 
sense of the term, a 
indemnity, designed to compensate only for 
the actual loss sustained by the person in- 
sured. in other words, it is a system of 


by little, however, this experience is being 
tabulated, compared anid analysed, and the 
longer this process goes on the nearer the 
under-writers approach to attaining the ideal 
of perfect equity in the determination of the 
value of cach particular class of risk. 

In order to safeguard themselves as much 
ag possible, the insurance companies stipulate 
when issuing policies that premises must not 
be materially altered during the risk, except 
by agreement, at the penalty of vitiating the 
policy. ‘This is a perfectly reasonable 
stipulation, as is that that the policy 
will become void in the event of any 
misrepresentation or omission in the de- 
scription of the subject of the insurance, 
Incidentally, the insurers do not hold 
themselves responsible for loss or damage by 
foreign enemies, riot, civil commotion, or 
military or usurped power. These exceptional 
risks come outside their range, which covers 


| only the dangers which are te be met with in 


every-day life. 

The history of fire insurance is an interest- 
ing one. though it is not shrouded in the 
mists of antiquity, as is the case of, for 
instance, marine insurance, references to 
which are to be found in the works of Livy. 
Britain may be said to he the pioneer of 
insurance against loss by fire, for it was in 
operation there considerably more than two 
centuries ago, while its emergence on the 
Continent and in America is a phenomenon 
of much later occurrence. It had not been 
long in operation in Britain before it came 
under 
additional revenue, and it was subject to 
taxation until 1969. 


FIRE FIGHTING. 
‘@ 


Particularly interesting is the relation of 
fire insurance to the subject of fire-fighting. 
It is not unnatural that the first organised 
methods for dealing with outbreaks of fire 
should have come from the insurance 
companies, who were so vitally in- 
terested. In those early years, even 
more, perhaps, than now, fire insurance 
companies worked on lines of mutual co 
operation, and their funds were used partly 
in the purchase of fire engines and the pay- 
ment of men who formed their own private 
brigades. Th.s was, of course, before the 
days of brigades which were under the con- 
trol of public authorities. 

Even to-day there may be occasionally seen 
on the walls of very old buildings metal signs 
which bear the devices of those old-time in- 
surance companies. That was the sign which 
indicated to the fire brigade of those days, 
when it arrived at the scene of a conflagra. 
tion, that its efforts were to be expended in 
extinguishing the fire. Without the sign of 
their own part.cular company being dispiayed 
on the wall the burning building was of no 
interest to the firemen, who were content to 
leave Jt to its fate. 

There was a two-fokl object in the estab- 
lishment by t!.e fire offices of these brigades; 
for not only did they reduce the risks of the 
compames, but they also served as an in- 
valuable means of advertisement. Insurers 
were offered, not only indemnity for loss sus- 


tained, but also protection against the danger’ 


of fire. The proposal forms of the offices laid 
special stress on the fire engines and equip- 
ment maintained by them, and also on the 
means by which their own brigades might be 
recogni It is easy to realise how the 
ity of insurance must have been 
ted by the appearence on the streets 
te fire brigades.

to-day, while fire brigades are legally em- 
powered, either by special provisions or at 
common law, to recover payment for theis 
services or the use of their appliances in con- 
nection with their attendance at fires from 
the owner of the property involved or froim 
the person by whom they were employed, as 
the case might be, they have no legal claim 
against the insurance companies concerned, 
while the companies accept no liability in 
their contracts with their assured for the 
widget of such expenses. Where a total 
oss has been paid, indeed, they not infre- 
quently have refused to entertain an applica- 
tion for such services on the arena that 
there are no funds left to meet them. 

An interesting finding on the responsibility 
of the fire insurance companies for expenses 
of fire brigades is contained in the report of 
the Royal Commission on Fire Brigades and 
Fire Prevention, which was set up by the 
British Parliament in 1923. In Ae, Bo: with 
a recommendation from the Fire Brigade 
Cemmittee of 1900 that legislative steps 
should be taken to make the 
rendered 
at fires, this Commission came to the conclu- 
sion that ‘‘there appears to be no more rea- 
son for the fire department to subsidise fire 
brigades than for the marine department to 
subsidise lighthouses or the whee ab depart- 
ment to subsidise the police.” This was an 
important pronouncement for fire insurance 
vompanies, who generally hold the opinion 
that the fire services should be completely 
free to the public. í

In these days of what one may describe as 
the intensive traffic conditions which prevail 
not only in the streets of the cities and 
towns of the Free State, but on many of 
the main highways, the car owner who re- 
gards his income and personal possessions as 
things of value is decidedly foolhardy to 
verture forth in his car without the protec- 
tion which an insurance policy affords him 
m case of accident to himself or his 
ussengers, or, what is equally, if not more, 
important, against any injury or damage that 
he may do to other road users. ' 

In their endeavour to econofhise in these 
times, when the majority of people find it so 
difficult to balance their household budgets, 
some car owners, particularly those who have 
escaped being involved in accident during 
the first year or two of their driving exper:-

For the man dependent on a salary, par- 
ticularly if he is married and has dependents, 
it is bordering on the criminal 
use a car without an insurance cover of some 
kind, as he is, in so doing, courting disaster 
for himself and family. As an example, 
the case of a proféssiona| or commercial man 
earning £500 a year with a wife and two or 
more children, may be considered. Like the 
majority of people earning that sum in these 
days of high cost of living, he will be able 
to do little more than balance his income 
with his outgoings, and. the - temptation 
to save £12 or £15 a year on car 
insurance make a very strong appeal, The 
fact that he is not insured may have what 
may be called a “ braking’’ effect on his 
driving tor some time; bat no matter how 
careful he himself is. accidents due only too 
often to the conditions created by other road 
users, will happen and the possibility arise of 
his having. to foot a claim for compensation 
which may run into as much as four figures. 
Should he be entirely dependent on his salary, 
that as well as his house, if he happens to 
be the owner of it, his furniture, and other 
possessions will be called on to meet the 
decree of the court. Records of such mis- 
fortunes to men comfortably circumstanced 
are not unknown—in fact, they are common 
enough happenings in our courts, and many 
a business and professional man with his 
family has been reduced to penury by failing 
to cover his car by insurance, 

Little as we like compulsion in this coun- 
try, no doubt now exists that compulsory in- 
surance of motor cars is-one of the crying 
needs of the Free State. It would not only 
save many motorists from themselves, but 
make traffic conditions the safer for every- 
body. On the roads to-day there are cars 
operating that are only fit for the scrap 
heap, the owners of which are not possessed 
with the wherewithal to meet the smallest 
award given against them for causing personal 
injury or damage to property. Their whole 
pessessions including the car with which 
the injury was inflicted may not be worth more 
than a ten pound note, and yet such drivers 
ate still permitted to operate on our roads, 
many of them undertaking the conveyance 
of passengers. It is true that as a result of 
the many bread-winners who were fatal] 
injured in or by such cars, and those El 
ants failed to recover any compensation for 
their loss, that in October, 1931, the then 
Government introduced in the Road Traffic 
Bill a section making third party insurance 
compulsory on all motor cars; but it got no 
further than the ‘Committee stage, and, as 
things jock at present in the political world. 
there will be jittle time for the Government 
to resume consideration of the measure. In 
the meantime, “men and women wil] he 
maimed and killed; their yendents wil!

“Id rather break stones by the road- 
side than do it,’’ is the sort of remark 
that one hears occasionally. It embodies 
the idea that stone-breaking, like singing 
in the street, is something to which 
nobody will resort except as a last shift. 
This view, I think, wants altering. The 
modern stone-breaker employed by County 
Councils is a hefty fellow, and his job is, 
relatively, a secure one. I talked to one 
in a bye-road the other afternoon. He 
was just having his tea, and would finish 
work at about six o'clock, he told me. 
After breaking up one heap of stones 
with his little knapping base he 
cycles on to the next heap, and so on. 
(Settled down to his task, his eyes guarded 
by big goggles, he seems to a happy 
man, with few cares; for there is no fore 
man’s eye constantly upon him. He has 


fresh air and time to reflect. as he goes on 


with his work. This man told me he has 
been eighteen years a stone-breaker. He 
likes his rather solitary life. ‘‘ If ye’re 
a bit late in the morning, you can work a 
bit late at night,” he said. ‘‘ The pay 
isn’t high, but the job is a steady one, 
and it’s that that matters.”’

Apropos that other “last shift”— 
street-singing—I fear that the street- 
songsters are declining in numbers in 
Ireland: Not long since I heard one, an 
aged and decrepit man, singing that once 
well-known refrain:

A Novel Smuggling ‘Plan. 


A friend, recently back from Canada, 
tells me of a new plan adopted by 
motorists to bring in contraband liquor 
from Canada to the States. Not all 
motorists are interested, but it seems te 
be a game with many of them. Certain 
garages ‘specialise in this new method of' 
camouflage, which is worked as follows: 
The motorist takes, say, a dozen bottles 
of whiskey to the garage, where the car 
is raised by hydraulic pressure to permit 
the proprietor to work underneath it. He 
then proceeds to wire the bottles to the 
bottom of the car. When that job is com- 
pleted, he produces a bucket of mixture 
that looks like grease, and paints the 
bottles over with it, so that in a -few 
minutes it is difficult to tell what they are. 
When finished they look like the under- 
side of a dirty chassis, which gathers more 
dust and dirt on the way, thus making 
detection next to impossible. His charge 
for the job is two shillings a bottle. It is 
quite easy, I am told, to pass the border 
patrol after dark, when only flashlights 
can be used.

ESTATES.

DEMAND FOR RETURN OF 
CONFISCATED PROPERTIES. 


Two farms belonging to the ex-Kaiser in 
South-West Africa are the subject of claims 
just made to the Administration... It as 
understood that, if the claims are not 
acceded to, legal proceedings will be iusti- 
tuted. 

The amounts of the claims are not known, 
but they concern both the return of the 
properties and the payment of damages for 
alieged depreciation of the farms during 
confiscation. 

The claims follow an important judgment 
given in the High Court of South-West 
Africa in the case of Das Koeniglich 

Haustidelicon- 
miss versus the Administrator of South-West 
Africa and the Registrar of Deeds. In this 
case the High Court upheld the contention 
of the applicants that the properties neither 
belonged to the German Government nor to 
ex-Kaiser Wilhelm Il. personally, but to the 
Hausfideikommiss, which was a_ separate 
entity, and, therefore, a legal personu, and 
represented the Hohenzollern family and its 
heirs. 

An interesting feature about the case was 
that it was not the intrinsic values of the 
two farms. in question, which resulted in the 
action, though it was admitted that a con- 
siderable amount was involved. 

The underlying reason was that the 
Hohenzollern family, in its capacity as the 
Hausfideikommiss, had as a result of the 
Treaty of Versailles been deprived of 
tremendous estates and properties in many 
parts of the world. In all cases the Fowers 
concerned had confiscated the estates, basing 
the legality of their action on the Treaty of 
Versailles. The Hohenzollerns desire the 
return of these estates, and South-West 
Africa was closen as the scene of the opening 
of the claims for the return of the confiscated 
properties. 

If the claims for the return of the pro- 
perties and for damages are successful, they 
wil! be embodied in petitions in other 
countries. If the claim bor damages is not 
upheld, the Hausfideikommiss will seek relief 
only in connection with the return of the 
i? ype from the other Powers, especially 

oland, where the value of the properties is 
said to exceed several millions of pounds,

 FOREIGN LEGION WIN 
A CAMPAIGN. 


Throughout the past summer the Foreign 
Legion in Morocco, aided by native and other 
troops, has been engaged in just such opera- 
tions as have made it famous among soldiers 
of all nations. ' 

_ Patient foot-slogging under burning skies 
in hostile country, gradually encircling fierce 
tribesmen who know and take advantage of 
every inch of the ground, has ended this week 
in the submission of some 23,000 revolting 
tribesmen. 

The occupation of the eastern part of the 
Lake Plateau, in the Middle Atlas, was com- 
pleted without incident by the middle of 
~~ The legionaries’ advance skilfully 
enclosed a large number of dissident tribes- 
men, which included not only the refractory 
elements of the Middle Atlas, but also a mass 
of professional brigands who had retired 
before the previous French advances. 

_ The presence of these smouldering elements 
in the centre of the vast mountain region was 
a serious menace to security. The long and 
laborious task resulted in the complete sub- 
mission of 6,700 dissidents in the Tadla zone. 

This suceess has created a profound im- 
pression throughout the entire Middle Atlas 
zone, and is also regarded in military circles 
as a difficult piece of work finely carried out. 

In the great Atlas Mountains, where the 
legionaries have now set up their winter 
quarters at a height of over 6,000 feet, the 
legionaries gradually drew their circle round 
some 1,800 fierce Berbers. On September 8th 
the entrapped Berbers made a fierce effort to 
break through the French lines. The 
legionaries, weary but dogged, repulsed them, 
inflicting losses of over 500 This was the 
most serious action that took place this year. 

This victory led, two days later, to the 
surrender of Sidi Mekki, the religious head 
of the revolting tribes. General de Loustal 
accepted the submission of 2,000 men and 
took 4,000 rifles. 

Altogether between 14,000. and 15,000 
tribesmen have already submitted in the past 
few days, and the peaceful submission of the

If tLe duties on beer and spirits were reduced, 
many workers who were deprived of what 
was termed a lukury would be in a position 
to get it back. people were very 
tense and the temperance was due' more 
to their own common-sense than to the high 
price of beer and spirits. If they got the 
reduction in beer and spirits taxation, they 
would find Tullamore industries reopening : 
there would be employment and prosperity.

“Words and Music,” by Mr. Noel Coward, 
produced by Mr. C. B. Cochran at the 
Adelphi Theatre, is a wonderful affair, rather 
in the nature of an entertainment entirel 
new in character. It is not a series of beauti- 
ful scenes, with gorgeous ballets, lovely music 
and amusing interludes, but something 
ge a satire dressed in an amusing 
garb. 

Mr. Coward spares nobody, though he does 
deal more gently with some than others, but 
one has only to see the scena, ‘* The Children 
ofthe Ritz,” depicting the poor little rich 
girls, who just do nothing of importance, and 
save money by not paymg their restaurant 
bills, to appreciate his point. “Another satire 
deals with the midnight matinée, with all the 
petty differences and social bickerings which 
take place behind the scenes; and yet another 
is based on the craze for film stars by many 
girls.

Mr. Hugo Flinn, having apologised for the 
shavdldable absence of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, who is now in Geneva, said 
that he was very glad to be present to open 
this Exhibition. Wireless, he said, was one 
of those things that had a sort of universal 
quality in it. Wireless was the only uncon- 
trolled point of contact between the Irish Free 
State and the world. The tendency of all 
countries of the world at present was to regard 
their wireless stations from that point of view, 
as uncontrolled contact with the intelligence, 
culture, sympathy, and, to some extent, with 
the commerce of other countries. It was for 
that reason there was now being built in 
Athlone one of the most powerful stations in 
the whole of Europe. The Athlone Station 
would cost some £75,000. It wre of 75 
kilowatts and its wave-length was 413 metres. 
It would probably be working at the end 
of October, or possibly a little earher. When 
they had that station they would be able, 
without any interruption. whatever, to make 
contact freely with the world. 

Wireless, said Mr. Flinn, was rather a 
remarkable thing in the sense that it made 
true a great deal of what their fathers and 
mothers used to tell them, and disbelieve, as 
fairy stories. It was one portion of the 
Arabian Nights made real. It was Jules 
Verne outdone, It was, in addition, perhaps, 
the one point at which work-a-day people, 
in their work-a-day lives, made contact with 
the infinity of science: They found that the 
night had a thousand voices that made con- 
tact with all sorts of people, cultures, and 
ideas. He hoped they were building up in 
the ignorance they had of all languages a 
desire to know at least the language in which 
they ought to be broadcasting their culture 
and ideas to the whole world. (Applause.) 
There were millions of things moving in the 
world that they did not know of because they 
had not the actual machinery of contact. 

There were all sorts of things being 
naturally broadcast which, up to the present, 
they had not learned to detect. They were 
beginning to come up to the edge of the time 
when the sights of one country might be 
broadcast in another. He looked forward to 
the day, on perfectly sound and scientific 
grounds, when they would not only. see and 
hear the sights and sounds, but would be 
able to detect and bring into the cognisance 
of this generation the sounds and colours of 
yesteryear. He believed that these messages 
still existed and could be brought back. Thev 
were beginning to believe that. the only real 
scientists were the theologians, the masters 
of the Church, poets, philosophers, and little 
children. They were, in fact, getting back 
to the stage when scientific men were pre- 
pared to ask themselves, not in the spirit of 
ridicule, but in a spirit of inquiry, how many 
angels there might be on the top of a needle. 

There was no scientific convention which 
they held in their boyhood days which had 
not gone by the board. Wireless was per- 
forming a great cultural and spiritual work 
for the whole world, At.Athlone, they would 
be able to broadcast their culture and experi- 
ence of life uncontrolled by anybody, and in 
that spirit he had pleasure in declaring the 
Exhibition open. 

Mr. A. Sheil, proposing a vote of thanks 
to the Parliamentary Secretary, said that Mr. 
Flinn would forgive him if he made reference 
to the present high duties on wireless 
apparatus. Assembled wireless sets bore 70 
per cent. duty if British and 50 per cent. 
if, non-British. These duties added a consider- 
able cost to wireless sets, and he doubted 
very much if the new _ high-power station 
would achieve its purpose if people of 
slender means, whom this station was really 
meant to serve, found radio. equipment too 
expensive. It was the desire of the radio 
trade to help the Government to better broad- 
casting in the Irish Free State.

Patrons of the Gaiety Theatre were glad 
last night to welcome Mr. Arthur Hardy on a 
return visit in Will Scott’s entertaining 
mystery play, ‘‘ The Limping Man.”

Frederick Keen is 
rather a commanding figure as the Detective, 
Disher—not an ordinary detective, but grown 
so famous and wealthy, as he puts it, that 
his achievements occupy only two inches of 
Press space whilst the advertisers devote 
much more space to the tooth paste or other 
commodity he uses. 

Quinton MacPherson as the Butler, Spar- 
row; Hugh Moxey as Philip Nash, and Trevor 
Ward as Paul Tegle, an aspiring journalist, 
all carry their parts well, and Miss Judith 
Gick, as Gloria, and Miss Iris Ballard, as 
Olga Hoyt, also play with conviction.

VISITORS’ MOTOR CARS. 
—- —@- —--— 
REGULATIONS AS TO FREE 
PERMITS. 


Regulations governing the importation of 
motor cars, motor cycles or caravans into the 
Free State by temporary visitors are set out 
in the official order, Road Vehicles (Inter- 
nat onal Circulation) Regulations, 1952, which 
has now been issued. : 

Free permits are granted for a period of 
ninety days in the case of a vehicle used 
wholly or partly for purposes other than 
pleasure purposes. 

In the case of a vehicle used solely for 
pleasure purposes, a permit “is granted for 
four months, unless the user during’ the 
whole of the périod of validity of the permit 
occupies a residence in the Free State for the 
purpose of hunting, shooting, fishing, or 
engaging in any other o..ailar sport, in which 
case a free permit will be valid for six 
months, which is the maximum period during 
a calendar year. : 

If this period is over-stayed it will be 
necessary for the owner of a vehicle to 
obtain an ordinary licence. 


THRIFT MOVEMENT. 


REPORT ON THE ESSAY 
COMPETITION. 


The Board of Examiners appointed to 
make the final awards in the essay competi- 
tion promoted by the Central Savings Com- 
mittee, met in the Dawson street offices yes- 
terday, under the presidency of the Acting 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, Alderman Dr. Myles 
Keogh, T.D. : 

In proposing the adoption of the report, 
Dr. Keogh said that the competition had 
been. on the whole, a great success, having 
regard to the unfortunate clashing of the 
competition dates for entry with the general 
election, when most of the schools were 
closed. 

The good work done by the national 
teachers in promoting the savings movement 
was, he said, reflected in this competition, 
and he was glad to see every county in the 
Saorstat represented. He noted that Dub- 
lin headed the list in the number of entries, 
closely followed by Monaghan and Kilkenny, 
but he hoped in the next competition that 
the other counties would send in more essays, 
especially from the rural schools. Teachers 
in these schools should not allow an inferiority 
complex to develop, as the results show that 
children in the poorest districts are not poor 
in brains, and are able to compete with, 
and even beat, pupils from big schools in 
cities and towns. i 

It was a matter for regret that the secon- 
dary and technical schools had not sent in 
more entries 


ESSAYS IN IRISH. 

The Central Committee, with the con- 
currence of the Minister for Finance, had 
done everything possible to help on the 
Irish language by introducing special sections 
with prizes in each county for essays written 
in Irish. He hoped that national teachers 
especially would respond better in future. 
From the percentages awarded to Irish 
essays, it was clear that the Gaeltacht coun- 
ties had no monopoly in ability to write 
essays in Irish. He was glad to see that a 
Dublin child had submitted an Irish essay only 
a few marks below that of the best sub- 
mitted in a Gaeltacht county. 

It was a matter for satisfaction that the 
examiners in the various counties considered 
the standard higher than in previous com- 
petitions.

TASTES, 


SEA FISHERIES 
PLANS. 


ADDRESS TO DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB. 
Mo J. D. RUSH, of the Saorstat Sea 


Fisheries Association, described the 

prospects of the home fishing industry 
at the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday. ir P. TT.  Montford,  vice- 
president, occypied the chair. 

Mr. Rush said that from the point of view 
of national economies the fishing industry. was 
of great importance. It had, he said, long 

which had _ astonished 
persons outside this ore: | perhaps more 
than those inside, that, although we are 
here surrounded by seas in which fish are 
plentiful, we have been largely dependent on 
other countries for our fish supplies, and that 
our consumption of fish is probably the lowest 
of any maritime country in the world. We 
are reminded that the greater part of the 
people of this country are obliged to eat fish 
on Friday, and must, therefore, as a corollary, 
hate the sight of fish. “It was also said that 
we are not a seafaring race, and that Irish 
fishermen will not go far afield on the high 
seas. 
These arguments would not bear close ex- 
amination. Ireland is very advantageously 
situated in the matter of proximity to fishing 
fields. It is true that with most of us here the 
consumption of fish is a Friday ordinance, but 
he would not admit at all that that 1s a reason 
why we do not eat fish on other days of the 
week. It is simply a matter of supply and 
demand. 

If larger supplies of fresh and cheap fish 
were more generally available, and if the 
public were better acquainted with the great 
nutritive and health properties of fresh fish, 
there would be a more widespread and more 
general consumption of fish. It is astonishing 
to anybody who has had to investigate the 
matter how extensive are the areas of the 
country in which there are no fish shops and 
no supplies of fresh fish even once a week. 


£350,000 WORTH IMPORTED. 


The position with which we were faced 
some months ago was that we were import- 
ing, in round figures, £200,000 worth of fresh 
fish per annum, some £50,000 worth of cured 
fish. and some £100,000 worth of canned fish. 

Cod represented about one-sixth of the total 
import. If the people of this country made 
up their minds that they must have this cod, 
and would not be satisfied with any of the 
other and rather better round fish which can 


| be supplied from the seas around our coasts, 


that decision would create a handicap on the 
development of the Saorstat fisheries much 
more paralysing than the absence of coal 
supplies. It would mean that we should send 
trawlers to Iceland, a step which the present 
consumption of fish would not warrant. Later 
on, when the consumption of fish in the 
country has increased, it will be practicable 
to send trawlers to Iceland, if there is then 
a public demand for this fish. 

‘he import of fresh fish into the Saorstat 
during the last three months decreased by 25 
per cent., as compared with the import during 
the same months of last year, and that in 
spite of the fact that the consumption of fish 
in the country has undoubtedly increased, and 
that considerable quantities of good fish has 
had to be exported to Great Britain simply 
because it was not of a description or size 
previously in demand by the public here. . 

The rate of reduction in import; is being 
accelerated, and this result is being greatly 
assisted by the present readiness of the public 
to abandon their old preferences and to 
transfer their allegiance to the varieties of 
fish which are caught in our waters, a 
which are certainly in no way inferior to those 

ht in other seas, and in many cases very 


te their superior. 
“ 389 VARIETIES.” 


There are, said Mr. Rush, thirty-two 
varieties of fish, the majority of which are to 
be found im every landing. It is not always 
the most expensive fish which is the best, 
either from the point of view of flavour or 
nuitritive value; bésides, it Jends _more 
interest and variety to the meal if one is not 
continually confronted with the eternal cod or 
plaice. If the housewife could be induced to 
sample some of the less known, and therefore 
cheaper, fish she would find the result 
eminently satisfactory in more ways than one. 

The Sea Fisheries Association has in pre- 
paration a fish cookery-book, which will be 
of considerable value in introducing the public 
to new varieties of fish, and to simple methods 
for their preparation. The Association is 
doing a great deal to encourage and develop 
the taste for fish in the country by sending 
out travelling fish shops into those Agen 
where establishments for the sale of do 
not at present exist. This step is for the 
purpose of bringing about the opening of such 
establishments. it gives an opportunity for 
enterprising people in those parts of the 
country to add another branch to their busi- 
ness; and they would have to on that 
branch in hygienic and suitable conditions, on 

“which the Association will be ready to advise 
and assist them in embarking on this new 
venture. - \

As a result 
of the conversation that passed Joh 
McDermott took off his coat. He met the 
accused mati next morning and spoke to him, 
and Patrick McDermott said he was on good 
terms with his brother John, had never had 
any difference with Lim in his life, and did 
not know who shot him. | 

John Keane, Rosmoylan, deposed that on 
the night of September 3 he went to bed at 
ten o'clock (old time). After he had been 
in bed some time he heard two shots of a 
gun. Not very long after Patrick McDermott 
and his sister Kate came to his house, and 
told them that John McDermott had beer 
shot. 

WHAT THE ACCUSED MAN SAID. 

James Keane said thy accused man told 
him that he thought hs heard noises outside 
his own house, and thought it might be some 
of the cattle. He went out, and when he 
was as far as the wincow heard two shots 
fired, and went back to his sister and asked 
her: if she heard anything, and she said she 
heard shots; that he then went to the 
road, and saw a man lying there; 
that he shook him up, and found it 
was. his - brother John; that he then 
went into his own house again, and came 
across the garden to call witness. 
all the conversation that took place. The 
accused man did not say to witness at any 
time that night that he had borrowed a gun 
from Connolly. 

James McDonagh said he spoke to Paddy

Witness asked him if he saw any blood, and 
he said “No, None of them asked the 
accused man who could have shot John. The 
accused man showed no emotion that night. 

TALK OF A ROW, 

William Barlow deposed to the accused 
man making a reference to a row his brother 
had with a man he mentioned before going 
out that night. Witness said he had heard 
of the deceased man having a row with a 
young man named James Ward, but he did 
not of it to his own knowledge. That 
was years ago. When the accused mentioned 
his brother having a row with somebody 
witness did not ask him with whom he had 
the row. 

Michael Barlow said he was aroused out of 
bed by the accused, who sad; “ Mick, 
Jackeen is shot.” Witness said: “ Is he 
ad?” and accused said: “I think he is. 
Later® witness asked accused how it hap- 
pened, and he replied he was outside when 
he heard two shots. He also said: ‘I heard 
that man had a row with a fellow lately, and 
I mean io tell: the Guards.”” Witness 
thought he mentioned a certain name, but he 
could not swear it. He did not ask accused 
who his brother had the row with. Witness 
never knew the deceased man to have a row 
with anyone.

SEQUEL. TO MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. 

Sir Patrick Gower, Chief Publicity Officer 
to'the Conservative Central Office, was among 
the witnesses at the resumed inquest at the 
Haslemere (Surrey) Town Hall yesterday on 
Mrs. Evelyn Violet Genner (38), of Stanhope 
Gardens, South Kensington, one of the four 
people injured in a motor smash at Fernhurst 
on August Bank Holiday, and who died later 
in hospital. 

The accident occurred near a dangerous 
bend, where a private car was involved in 
a collision with a moter ccach. The car was 
driven by Mr. R. S. Porthamm of Park Man-

of Clarges street, W., and. Sir Patrick 
Gower, All the occupants were injured. 

Charles William Phillips, driver of the 
coach, stated that at the time of the accident 
he was proceeding from Brighton to Hindbead 
with a load of twenty-two holiday-makers, On 
approaching Fernhurst he had eased down to 
between ten and fifteen miles per hour, when

Canadian Cattle. 


** economic war” 


Irish farmers, since the 
began to make its effects felt in ever- 
decreasing business, have become very 
susceptible to rumours and reports con- 
cerning the activities of competitors, 
whether actual or potential; Canada 


especially has loomed large in their eyes; 


' and yesterday, at a meeting in London 


of the Executive Council of the Free 
Importation of Canadian Cattle Associa- 
tion, some figures were quoted which will 
not allay their anxieties. During the six 
weeks from July 16th 15,435 head of cattle 
were imported into Britain from the Free 
State, whereas in the corresponding period 
of last year the figure was 75,893. This 
collapre is substantiated by the latest 
return of the Free State Department 
for Industry and Commerce. in 
August, 1931, the return tells us, the 
export of cattle to Britain and Man 
totalled 53,539 head; the total for last 
month was 13,887, thus showing a drop 
of some 40,000 head over the four weeks 
and three days. The Association accord- 
ingly decided that the Irish deficiency 
must be made good by Canadian beasts, 
and joyfully noticed that, while no cattle 
had been imported from the Dominion in 
1929, this year 12,269 head had been 
shipped up to the end of July. En- 
couraged by this discovery, it has 
appointed a sub-committee to investigate 
conditions with the Dominion’s High 
Commissioner, and. will invite Mr. J. H. 
Thomas to remove the ban on the import 
of Canadian breeding cattle. 


will throw himself wholeheartedly into 
any project which promises an extension 
of the Dominion’s trade. Mr, Thomas, 
too, in pursuance of an implicit under- 
taking given at Ottawa, may remove the 
ban on breeding cattle, but it is not im 
this field of competition that the Irish 
farmer has most to fear. _ Even if the 
Dominion’s wildest dreams are realised, 
and in the ccurse of a few years she can 
raise her shipments to 100,000 head, she 
will then be supplying Britain with less 
than one-eighth of what. the Free State 
supplied in 1930. We do not. pretend 
that a permanent loss, if the 
““economie war ” bequeaths it, will be 
negligible; on the contrary, it will be 
serious, but it will not be disastrous. Un- 
‘happily, however, the dangers of a per- 
manent loss of markets aré not confined 
to the challenge from the store and 
breeding cattle of Canada and other 
countries. The Dominion’s insistence on 
a meat tariff at the Ottawa Conference— 
she did not obtain it—was not prompted 
solely by hopes for her store cattle. 
Chilled and frozen beef was in her mind, 
and here her chief competitor was not the 
Irish Free State, but the Argentine 
Republic. A dead meat trade, if we may 
judge from past experiments, does not 
appear to suit the Irish genius. Ireland 
in this respect is at a disadvantage to-day, 
and several countries are seeking to benefit 
by the “ economic war.” 

For many years “ the roast beef of old 
England,’’ more often than not in 
practice, has been the roast beef of old 
Ireland. In recent times, however, various 
factors have combined to rob this dish 
of much of its traditional sanctity, and, 
at the moment, the ‘' economic 
war ' is weaning the average English- 
man rapidly from it. Let us re- 
member that another  ‘“ typically 
English '’ taste—port wine—was a wholly 
artificial acquisition, and was engendered 
by tariffs designed to help the Portuguese. 
Thus it is no mere flight of fantasy to 
suggest that, if the Englishman 
is denied the best beef obtainable 
—namely, Irish cattle fattened in 
Scotland—he may turn insensibly to a 
less perfect, but adequate, product. It 
will be no matter to the man in the street 
whether his beef is frozen and comes froin 
Canada, the Argentine, or elsewhere, if 
he gets it in sufficient quantities at 
a ‘suitable “price, This. aspect of the.

country can compete successfully with the 
Free State for the English market in live, 
cattle; but, if the demand for her cattle 
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companies and to the shopkeepers whose 
business depends oh the purchasing power 
of the operatives. Most calamitous, of all 
are the: well-nigh insuperable’ difficulties 
which this stoppage has-reared before the 
progress of the cotton industry. . No 
industry, perhaps, in the whole world has 
declined so seriously as Britain’s- cotton 
manufactures. Other nations, equipped 
with modern machinery, have arisen to 
challenge their supremacy. For years now 
the looms have been fighting for their exist- 
ence, and at the very moment when the 
clouds of depression promised to lift this 
blow has fallen. Doubtless, the employers 
are not free from blame. They ought to 
have foreseen that their virtual monopoly 


they ought to have taken precautions 
which they actually neglected. To-day, 
however, matters have gone too far for 
any nice adjustments of praise and blame. 
The fact is that the industry cannot pay 
its way, and the men must prepare them- 
selves to face the fact. If the employers 
cannot continue to pay high wages, there 
are only two courses: cither the men must 
submit to a ‘reduction, or the cotton 
industry must die. Lower wages may 
involve hardship, but the result of the 
men’s persistence only can be that hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers will find 
themselves at no distant date upon the 
streets. That is the issue; yet for more 
than three weeks the men have blinded 
themselves deliberately to it. Fortunately, 
the prospect of a settlement appears to be 
less cloudy than it was. Representatives of 
both sides are working with might. and 
main to reach an agreement, and there is 
some hope that the looms will resume 
their task at the beginning of next week. 
A happy result of the present negotiations 
almost certainly would avert a strike in 
the spinning section of the industry, which 
the employers recently contrived to defer 
for a month by a postponement of their 
notice to reduce wages. Every effort is 
essential ; for if the strike is permitted te 


hope of recovery will be dead. 


Health and Noise. 


Yesterday the Industrial Health Re- 
search Board issued a report on the 
psychological effects of noise. The Board 
invited eighty undergraduates of Cam- 
bridge University to endure varying 
degrees of noise while they were engaged 
in manual and mental tasks. They 
emerged triumphantly from the ordeal ; 
for it seems that the storm of noise did 
not impair their labours in the slightest 
degree—did not produce the faintest 
diminution of their ‘‘ motor or mental 
efficiency.”’ Therefore, says the report, we 
may discredit the '' widespread opinion ”’ 
that noise injures the quality of work, 
promotes accidents and provides a favour- 
able background for the development of 
neryous disorders, Surely this is a big 
non sequitur. As well might we argue 
that cold pork suits all stomachs because 
the dura ilia messorum can absorb 
Kighty stalwart undergraduates are not 
a typical group of the human family. 
Common-sense—if not science—will study 
noise in relation to the average man and 
woman, who may be middle-aged or 
elderly, may be suffering from nerves, or 
may be trying to concentrate a tired mind 
on some troublesome task. ‘There is no 
doubt that noise definitely hurts such 
people, reduces’ their spirits and impairs 
their powers. There. is no doubt at al] 
that the increasing noisiness of modern 
life is had for the public health and has 
an insidiously undermining effect.on the 
public temper. John Donne grieved that 
the droning of a fly could distract him 
from his prayers. Carlyle complained that 
a neighbour's cock kept him awake, and, 
when the neighbour said that the cock 
crowed only three times nightly, the sage 
replied: ‘‘It is not the crowing that 
keeps me awake, but the waiting for it.” 
How would such sensitive minds have fared 
an these days of shric“ing motor horns 
and thundering lorries? In due course 
the eighty undergraduates will be middle- 
aged professors or lawyers or stockbrokers, 
and will pass a very different verdict. on 
the effects of noise, Perhaps, we must 
admit that some of our new noises— 
including the horrible pneumatic drill— 
are conditions of progress; but, since 
noise is a nuisance, all needless noises 
ought to be suppressed by law or public 
opinion. In the average man’s shrinking 
ears the strident motor horn and the 
roaring motor bicycle are the worst 
offenders. 


Motor Bandits. 


No doubt, many schemes will be tried 
before the motor bandit problem has been 
‘olved in England. The latest comes from 
Mr. W. H. Beacher, Chief Constable of 
Reigate, who has invited local motor car- 
owners to form a voluntary flying squad, 
of which Sir Malcolm Campbell, holder of 
the world’s land speed “' record,” will be 
a member. Mr. Beacher’s plan is to form 
& sort of “box barrage” in an 
emergency, and his arrangements provide 
for the placing of his pickets with com- 
mendable despatch. The first requirement, 
it seems, is speed, and already several 
private cars capable of eighty miles an 
hotir are available. We are not told 
whether or not Mr. Beacher’s volunteers 
will be armed, but, since some means 
by which a bellicose bandit can be 
arrested will be required, an issue of 
weapons would appear to be a logical out- 
come of such a strategy. The experiment 
at Reigate will be watched with much 
interest ; for, while its aims are 
tionable, it is attended with several 
dangers. A vol r, armed or unarmed, 
lacks the carefully instilled sense of. re- 
sponsibility which is the normal virtue of 


‘the regular police. Thus he is liable to 


yield to the primeval urge of the chase, 
and to fire his revolver, if he has one, or 
to risk a whole-hearted collision in an 
effort to stop his quarry, who may happen 
to be a wholly ‘inoffensive “wayfarer. 
Nevertheless. the menace of the motor 
bandit demands unusual measures, and 
enterprise must be encouraged. Perhaps,

ATTEMPT TO BE MADE 
NEXT MONTH.

ó bc Marquess of Clydesdale, the 

“ Boxing Marquess,’’ has been 
selected as chief pilot of a British ex- 
pedition which will set out probably next 
month to fly over Mount Everest, which 
is 29,000 feet above sea level, and the 
highest mountain in the world. 

The aeroplane which will be used in the 
attempt is a two-seater, with a special 
engine and special oxygen-breathing 
apparatus. 

Accompanying Lord Clydesdale will be 
one passenger—a skilled photographer. 

Colonel P. T. Etherton, who was Consul. 
General in Central Asia, and has travelled 
widely in the Himalayas and in the region 
of Mouns Everest, is the organising 
secretary of the expedition, with Colonel 
L. V. S. Blacker, 


HONOUR FOR BRITAIN. 


Colonel Ftherton, in an interview, 
states: ‘‘The ambition of the expedition 
is to secure to Great Britain the honour 
of being the first nation to conquer Mount 
Everest, and at the same time to secure 
air survey photographs and data of 
supreme scientific and geographical 
interest. Lord Clydesdale’s reputation as 
a flying officer is excellent, and he has the 
advantage of youth—he is only 29. 

The Air Ministry is affording every 
assistance, as well as the Government of 
India. His Highness the Maharajah of 
Nepal, in whose territory Mount Everest 
lies, has given his permission for the flight 
over the summit. 

“The fact that both the North and 
South Poles have already been reached by 
aircraft of foreign manufacture makes ‘it 
all the more important that the greatest 
geographical objective still remaining— 
Mount Everest—should be attained by 
British endeavour. 

. The organisers are taking every pre- 
caution in the selection of personnel and 
material te ensure the successful 
accomplishment of this great feat. Every 
possible precaution will be taken in the 
event of a possible forced landing: The 
machine would be within gliding distance 
of level country during two-thirds of its 
course. 

“ If this flight is made it will constitute 
a record beside which other ‘plane 
records would fade into insignificance. 
The ‘plane would have to rise to a height 
of at least 35,000 feet. 

“ Our idea is that the attempt shall be 
made as soon as possible after September 
50. There will be probably one or two 
other aeroplanes which will accompany the 
machine a certain distance.”’ i

The tone of the British statement on 
Germany's claim, which is regarded as 
unexpectedly severe, has aroused surprise 
here, whére it was expected that Great 
Britain would show a greater spirit of com- 
promise. In some quarters it is felt that 
the British attitude may strengthen the 
tendency to cleavage among the Powers 
participating in the Conference rather 
than make for conciliation.

[USING the six weeks following July 16 
—the date on which the taritt on lrish 
produce came into . operation—15,435 
cattle were imported into Britain from the 
Irish Free State, as compared with 
75,895 for the corresponding period of 
last year. This was a decrease of 60,458. 

These figures were revealed at a meet- 
ing of the Executive Council of the Free 
Importation of Canadian Cattle Associa- 
tion of Great Britain. The object of the 
meeting was to consider what action 
should be taken to obtain larger ship- 
ments of Canadian cattle to Great Britain, 
and the admission of Canadian cattle cap- 
able of breeding. 

Mr. James alker, of London, pre- 
sided, and representatives were present 
from all parts of England and Scotland: 
Figures were submitted showing that in 
1929 no Canadian cattle were imported 
into Great Britain, but up to the end of 
July of this year the number was 12,269. 

The meeting, which was private, was 
held at Abingdon street, and at the close 
the following statement was issued :— 

‘The meeting agreed to appoint a sab- 
committee to meet the High Commissioner 
for Canada with a view to obtaining in- 
formation concerning the Canadian cattle 
trade.

NEW COMMITTEE’S 
INVESTIGATIONS, 


By Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


The new committee set up to inquire 
and report to the Minister for Finance 
““as to the reduction which could be made 
in the present year in the pay of the Civil 
Service, Army, Garda Siochana and 
primary school teachers, having regard to 
the general financial and economic posi- 
tion of the State,” will, it is understood, 
begin its work immediately. The 
personnel of the committee, which was 
published yesterday, has been the subject 
of a good deal of comment in the services 
concerned. Apart from the general feeling 
of resentment at being singled out for 
special treatment, there was particular 
complaint that the personnel of the com- 
mittee does not include a single repre- 
sentative of any of the departments of the 
public service regarding which inquiry is 
to be made. : 

The various associations concerned have 
already got their cases prepared. Indeed, 
this was done following the announcement 
of the Minister for Finance in his Budget 
statement that he expected to get not less 
a sum than £250, from the services 
indicated. 

It is thought that the committee will be 
expected to report before Christmas, 
especially as the “ cuts,’’ which will, no 
doubt, be recommended, will have to be 
made within the present financial year. 


CHINA’S PROTEST TO

VIOLATION OF NINE-POWER 
TREATY 


The Note of the Chinese Government to 
Great Britain, as one of the signatory 
Powers of the Nine-Power Treaty, was de- 
livered by the Chinese Minister to the 
British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs yesterday. 

The Note, which is identical with the 
notes of protest addressed to the other 
Powers against the actién of Japan in re- 
cognising the State of Manchu-kuo, draws 
attention to the situation created by 
Japan’s action in Manchuria, which it de- 
scribes as an attempt to establish a vir- 
tual protectorate over that part of China’s 
territory. 

The Manchu-kuo Government is at- 
tacked in the Note as a ‘‘ bogus Govern- 
ment,’’ and described as the product of 
Japanese military aggression. The Note 
recalls the agreement of the signatories 
to the Nine-Power Treaty to respect the 
sovereignty, independence and territorial 
integrity of China, and accusés Japan of 
deliberately defying world opinion and 
setting at naught the solemn vbligations 
she owes to the other Powers. 

In conclusion, the Note requests the 
Powers to take such measures as will 
effectively deal with the state of affairs 
brought about by Japan’s acts of aggres- 
sion in China. i 

The Note also says:—' The principle 
of the sanctity and inviolability oí inter- 
national treaties is at stake. 

“ When above four hundred thousand 
square miles of the territory of the Chinese 
Republic have been seized by the Japanese 
military forces, and when Japan has given 
her official sanction against advice and ad- 
monition of friendly Powers to the un- 
lawful organisation she has created in that 
territory, the painful consequences are not 
confined to China alone, but the bm of 
the world is ominously threatened.”’ 

“ Following the =" of Korea, 
Japan has established a virtual pro- 
tectorate in Manchuria as a step towards 
annexation,’’ declares Dr. Yen, the 
Chinese representative on the League of 
Nations, in a letter he has addressed to 
the Secretary-General appealing to the 
Council to hasten its action on the Man- 
churian issue and uphold the League’s 
decision. ‘‘ She thus sets the seal on her 
policy of tearing up treaties,’’ he adds, 
“and virtually rejects in advance the 


Lytton report.”’

WAR-TIME 
SECRET

VW a known in Belfast and Lisburn, 
Mr. Donald Ross has met his 
death in mysterious circumstances near 
here. 

Mr. Ross. who was fifty-six years of age, 
was found dead yesterday in the sitting- 
room at his home in th» Rue des Cotes, 
Maisons-Laffitte, with his feet and hands 
tied by electric wire. The discovery was 
made by his son, Donald, an hotel 
accountant in Paris, who is, aged 27. 

The kitchen door had been forced, and 
every room in the houte had been 
ransacked, but no valuables are known 
to he missing. 

Hence, one theory is that Mr. Ross met 
his death at the hands of someone 
anxious to recover a document that he 
had reason to suppose was in Mr. Ross's 


possession. 


CHOKED TO DEATH. 


The fact that death is believed to Lave 
been due to congestion caused through 
Mr. Ross’s trying to free himself has 
led to the belief that whoever the 
intruder was he had no murderous 
intent. 

The police believe that Mr. Ross st 
have been surprised while &sleep on the 
sofa. He had taken off his waistcoat. 
There were traces of bruses on the larynx, 
elbows and knees. On a table in the 
room there stood a broken wine bottle 
with a glass standing by it. The glass 
will be examined for finger prints. 

Mr. Ross, it is stated, often had 
visitors, and the Police Commissioner In 
charge of the case is making inquiries 
among the stable lads of the district 
(Maisons-Laffitte is a horse-racin 
centre) to ascertain whether any one 0 
them saw Mr. Ross on the night of 
Saturday-Sunday, when he met his death. 


SON’S STATEMENT. 


The police do not take seriously the sug- 
gestion that it was an act of revenge on 
the part of someone who owed Mr. Ross a 
grudge for the part he played during the 
War as a member of the Intelligence Ser- 
vice in unmasking spies. 

Mr. Donald Ross, the son, is reported 
to have made the following statement to 
the police :— 

“IT had come to see my father, with 
whom I had not been living since 
September 12th, having taken rooms of 
my own at Colombes. My mother has 
been staying with friends in England. 
On September 14th I met my. father in 
Paris. and. suggested that I should visit 
him on Sunday. He agreed. When I 
arrived at his house, which I was able 
to enter by means of a key which I had 
kept, I found my father in the ground 
floor sitting-room, stretched out on the 
floor face downwards, his hands tied 
behind his back, and his feet also tightly 
bound with electric wire. 

“My father was dead. Overcome with 
horror, I left the house with all its doors 
wide open, and ran to inform the police. 


POLICE THEORY. 


The dead man’s son, known to his 
friends as “ Dick,” is stated to have been 
on the best of terms with his father. 

The police do not believe that Mr. Ross, 
who was a powerful man, could have been 
bound by one assailant. They are working 
on the theory that two people, who may 
or may not have been acquaintances, set 
upon him with the intention of robbery.

This is the first direct news of Mrs. 
Pawley, who was only recently married to 
Mr. Kenneth Pawley, an employé of the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company at Tientsin, 
and of Mr. Corkran since September 7th, 
when the bandits swooped down on them 
and another Briton, Mr. Mackintosh, 
while they were exchanging mounts on the 
old racecourse at Newchwang. Mr. 
Mackintosh managed to escape after 
running a gauntlet of rifle fire and gave 
the alarm.

In a leading article on the two memorials 
issued by the League Loans Committee 
in London, Z'he Times to-day observes :— 

It would be difficult to over-estimate 
the gravity of the situation to which these 
two memorials call attention. Of all the 
heavy shocks administered to the system 
of international credit by the events of 
the past two years, the defaults which 
have taken place on the League loans are 
by far the heaviest owing to the particu- 
larly solemn nature of the obligations 
entered into by the debtor countries, 
obligations which in several instances 
have been disregarded in a way which no 
plea of necessity can excuse. Except for 
the free city of Danzig and the State of 
Esthonia, all the League’s creditors are in 
default. 

Not only has the transfer of the sums 
required for the service of these debts 
been suspended, but also in more than one 
instance the payment of assigned revenues 
in the currency of the debtor countries 
has been withheld. . 

More and more is public opinion in 
these couhtries inclined to look upon the 
creditor as a criminal rather than as a 
person whose claims deserve to be treated 
with good faith and scrupulous considera-

Gratitude in international finance may 
be no more than a lively sense of benefits 
to come, but the very least that can be

expected from the debtor nations is that 
they should carry out to the letter the 
obligations which they have contracted in 
so far as their fulfilment is not actually 
prejudicial to their financial stability. 
They must, at any rate, be willing to do 
faithfully all that lies in their power to 
help themselves. Meanwhile, on the side 
of the creditors, patience and moderation 
are equally necessary. 

The liquidation of the vast mass of 
miscellaneous indebtedness which has 
been contracted since the conclusion of 
the War must be carried out in an orderly 
and systematic manner. This process. im- 
plies, above all, a spirit of harmonious 
collaboration and a clear recognition of the 
different categories of debts. It is natural 
enough that in a time of world-wide 
catastrophe private creditors should desire 
to safeguard their interests by any means 
that promise to assist them in saving what 
they can from the general wreckage with- 
out any very careful consideration of such 
vexed questions as priority: But this 
question, difficult as it is, must clearly he 
faced, and there can be no doubt that, 
both from the moral and from the 
practical point of view, the claim of the 
League loans to special consideration « 
unanswerable,

REVISION OF 


Apart from the economic situation, 4 
very large artay of public business has 
been promised. One of the first matters 
will be a statementt by the Government 
as to what action they propose to take 
with, regard to the Control of Manu- 
factures Bill. It will be recalled that in 
the coneluding days of last session the 
Senate áieád certain proposals made by 
the Dail, and persisted in their rejection. 
The Dail rose without any declaration 
from the Government as to whether it 
would accept the bill with the Senate’s 
amendments, or whether it would insist 
on the bill as it left the Dail. in which 
case it would have to be ‘‘hung up ” for 
eighteen months. 

The alternative of a joint conference 
of a committee of both Houses on thé 
disputed matters remains, and the Govern- 
ment has the option of accepting this. 

Four bills awaiting second wading were 
on the Order Paper at the rising of the 
Dail. These included the Control of Prices 
Bill—a measure to correct '' profiteering ’’— 
the Army Pensions Bill, the Money- 
lenders Bill, and the Public Charitab'e 
Hospitals (No. 2) (Amendment) Bill. The 
latter contains a proposal to require that 
all hospita!s participating in the sweeps 
should make at least 25 per cent. of their 
beds free. Some of these bills, like the 
Army Pensions Bill, have not yet been 
circulated to deputies. | 


REVISING THE 
CONSTITUENCIES, 


It will be necessary for the Government 
during the present year to introduce a 
measure revising the constituencies, as 
required by Article 26 of the Constitution. 
The constituencies and the number of 
their representatives are as they were 
fixed by the Electoral Act, 1923, as 
from the Ist of January in that year, 
and the Constitution requires that these 
should be revised ‘‘at least once 
every ten years.” The number of 
deputies is dependent on the popula. 
tion of the constituency, and, if in the 
ten years the population varies beyond 
certain stipulated figures, the representa- 
tion may be either increased or decreased. 
The stipulation is that the tepresentation 
“shall be not less than one member for 
each thirty thousand of the population,’”’ 
nor ' more than one member for each 
twenty thousand of the population.’’ 
Reckoned on these figures it appears that 
the membership of the Dail must be re- 
duced by thirteen or fourteen. Thus, 


| instead of 153 members the revised Dail 


will have about 140 members. The exist- 
ing Dail would not, of course, be affected, 
but it seems that if a general election 
should occur after the 1st January next, 
the new Dail would not be legally con- 
stituted unless the revision required by 
the Constitution had been previously 
carried out in proper form. 

There is a good deal of interest in the 
attitude which the Government will take 
in regard to the Senate. Several Ministers 
have uttered threats as to early action to 
abolish the Upper Chamber, but it is not 
thought that anything will happen during 
the coming session to the detriment of that 
body. A bill to disestablish the Senate 
could not, of course, come into operation 
without the co-operation of a majority of 


its members until after the lapse of | Minister in Paris.

There seems to be every reason to expect 
a drastic measure dealing with transport 
problems during the coming session. The 
Labour Party have put up a scheme to the 
Government, and during the present week 
consultations on this subject will take 
place between the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce and representatives of 
Labour. 

A good deal has been heard of late re- 
garding the possible extension of sugar 
factories in different parts of the Free 
State. With the example of the Carlow 
factory before it and the knowledge and 
experience gained in connection with it, 
certain Ministers appear to be very 
optimistic in this respect. Already various 
districts are using their influence to secure 
factories for themselves. According to 
some authorities three or four such 
factories are contemplated. Legislation 
would, of course, be required.

de Valera answered readily: “I will do 
my best to further the interests of the 
League and to further international 
peace, and when I come back I hope that 
there will be something that I can talk 
about.’’

LA PAZ, Monday. 


The Bolivian reply to the neutral Powers 
accepts an immediate cessation of hostili- 
ties, providing Paraguay also accepts the 
proposal. Referring to guarantees for 
non-aggression, Bolivia offers loyal 
adhesion, and suggests. that a commission 
of civilians would be the most convenient 
guarantee for non-aggression in the dis- 
puted area. 

Fighting was renewed early this morning 
at Boqueron; the enemy being beaten off 
at 9 a.m. 

Paraguay’s reply to the neutral Powers 
agreed to a cessation of hostilities, but asks 
for a guarantee that the armaments 
accumulated by Bolivia shall not be used 
for fresh aggression. Bolivia, it declares, 
holds five forts, whereas Paraguay has no 
Bolivian fort in its hands. 

The Paraguayan Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has telegraphed to the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations, stating 
that Paraguay has informed the Com- 
mittee, of Neutrals at Washington that it 
is prepared to submit the dispute with 
Bolivia to juridical procedure, accepting 
the jurisdiction of The Hague Court or any 
American Court.

When the requisition was read 
by the Chairman, Mr. J. J. Shiel, members 
pointed out that Mr. Dowling was not pre- 
sent, 

Tpe Chairman said -it was not necessary 
for members requisitioning a meeting to at- 
tend.. 

“Who is to prove that John Dowling did 
sign?” asked Mr. Blake. 

The Chairman said be saw no reason to 
doubt the authenticity of the signature. 

In reply to Mr. Mulvanny, the Chairman 
said that he did not sign the requisition. 

Mr. Mulvanny submitted that unless the 
requisition was signed by the Chairman it 
was out of order. 

The Chairman—That is not so. 


REASONS FOR RESCINDING. 

Mr. Belton, who was called on to submit 
the motion, said that if there was any doubt 
as to the signatures he could make an affi- 
davit that he saw the requisition signed vy 
all except Mr. Dooge. Expressing the hope 
that the matter would be discussed without 
heat, he said that, in his opinion, it was a 
pity that a contentious matter like this 
should ever have come before the Council. 

He moved ‘the resolution, he said, on two 
counts—first, because he thought the origina] 
motion was a political one, and, therefore, 
should never have been accepted; secondly, 
because the Council's decision did not, in his 
opinion, express the feelings of ‘the county. 
they were not elected to interpret the politi- 
cal opinions of the people in any crisis, and, 
even if they hal been elected on a political 
ticket, it was two years since they were 
elected, and they had no way of knowing 
whether their opinions still represented those 
of the people. 

“Quite recently,” said Mr. Belton, “I 
attended the largest meeting of County 
Dublin farmers 1 ever saw, and their opinions 
were unanimonsly against that resolution.’ 
They could not give a blank cheque to any 
Government, he added, in a crisis such as 
now existed. 


NOT A ‘** TRAITOR.” 

_ While referring to Mr. MacEntee’s sugges- 
tion. at a meeting on Sunday that any man 
who resisted the Government was a traitor, 
Mr. Belton was interrupted by Mr. Fogarty.

Mr. Lawlor—Could we not ask the Govern- 
ment to forego even one half year’s land 
annuities ? 

Chairman—Some other branch ‘passed a re- 
solution calling for a moratorium for five 
years’ relief.

be discussing the aims of the. Government. 
““ Pol tics will bring. us nowhere,” he added, 
““no matter what Government is in power. All 
the farmers want is.to save their means of 
livelihood from extinction.”

UNREST AMONG 
UNEMPLOYED. 


SCALE OF RELIEF 
INCREASED. 


ERIOUS disturbances by Communist 
S rioters broke out in Birkenhead during 
the week-end, a pitched battle taking 
place between the police and a mob. of more 
than 500 men and women, armed with stieks 
and spikes torn from iron railings surrounding 
a church, 

There are more than 52,000 unemployed in 
Birkenhead, and Communists have lately been 
arranging demonstrations and processions of 
protest against the “ means test. ‘hese 
demonstrations have now been banned by 
order. of the Chief Constable. 

Further disturbances broke out in. the 
streets early yesterday, and several people, 
including a police constable, were treated at 
the Birkenhead Genera! Hospital. 

Large crowds again gathered in the 
distur area, and many shops were looted 
and windows broken. 

Several clashes occurred between men armed 
with bottles and other missiles and the police, 
who were frequently compelled to draw their 
batons. : 

Among the injured taken to hospital was 
Police Constable William Davies, who received 
a cut head, inflicted by a brick. . oe 

Another police officer was passing a house 
when a fender, it is alleged, was thrown at 
him through a window. 

Many direst have been made, the accused 
persons being remanded in custody for a 


week.

One hundred an] twenty foot police and 
twelve mounted police from Liverpool joined 
the Birkenhead force in street patrol duties 
in the vicinity of the Public Assistance Com- 
mittee = offices. Thousands of people were 
kept on the move in the streets, while fifty 
foot police and four mounted police stationed 
at the entrance to Birkenhead Park, where 
the unemployed formerly held meetings, kept 
hundreds of men on the move. — 

The Public Assistance Committee received 
a deputation from the organised trade 
unionists, and after the meeting the Com- 
mittee tssued the following statement :— 

“Tt has been decided that the Birkenhead 
Relief Committee shall be given full dis- 
eretionary power to increase the scale af 
benefits for able-bodied unemployed persons in 
suitable cases. ‘lhe scale for single men will 
be 15s. 3d. and for single women lds, 6d.”’ 

The previous maximum for single men 
was 12s, 

There were no disturbances in the town 
during the afternoon and early evening. 

The decision of the Public Assistance Com- 
mittee to increase the benefit was received 
with general satisfaction by the majority of 
people concerned in the Borough. 

At a late hour last night hundreds of 
olice were patrolling the streets, but no 
clashes with the unemployed had been re- 
ported. Thousands of people throu red the 
streets, but most of them were sightseers,
